Restore Nazi Loot 
To Synagogue

ROME—Thirty-five cases con- 


taining many gold and silver 
ornaments and art objects 
stolen by the Nazis from the 
synagogue of Florence have 
been returned to the congrega- 
tion. The cases were guarded 
by an armed escort of 100 men. 

The ornaments, whose esti- 
mated value runs into tens of 
thousands of dollars, were dis- 
covered by Italian partisan 
forces near the Brenner Pass 
on the Austrian border. They 
were brought to Italy many 
centuries ago by Jews fleeing 
Spain. 

Army authorities have said 
it will take years to round up 
all the valuable religious relics 
stolen by the Nazis. 





Trygve Lie Plans to Appoint 
U.N. Fact-Finders on Palestine

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y.—The 


immediate appointment of a spe- 
cial United Nations inquiry com- 
mittee to study the Palestine 
question and report to the Gen- 
eral Assembly is being planned 
by Secretary-General Trygve Lie, 
it was reported here this week. 
The move is aimed at saving the 
U.N. $1,000,000 by not calling a 
special session, while at the same 
time the solution of the problem 
will not be delayed until after 
the September meeting of the 
General Assembly. 

The Committee on Non-Gov- 
ernmental Organizations of the 
U.N. Economic and Social Coun- 
cil this week granted consultative 
status to a number of Jewish or- 
ganizations at the conclusion of 
a two-day meeting to act on ap- 
plications filed by 128 religious, 
social welfare, industrial and la- 
bor groups. 

Those given official approval 
were: the Jewish Agency for Pal- 
estine, the World Jewish Con- 
gress and the Consultative Coun- 
cil of Jewish Organizations. The 
latter group consists of the 
American Jewish Committee, the 
Anglo-Jewish Association and the 
Alliance Israelite Universelle, as 
well as any other organizations 
that the three may invite to join.

Say British Ask Early Hearing

LONDON — The British Gov- 


ernment officially announced that 
it has communicated with U.N. 
Secretary Trygve Lie regarding a 
special session of the General 
Assembly to consider Palestine. 
It is believed the communication 
urges Lie to explore the possi- 
bilities of submitting the issue 
before September. 

Jewish Agency circles, mean- 
while, are puzzled by the contra- 
diction of Colonial 
Creech-Jones’ statement in Com- 
mons that a continuing study 
is being given to increased Pal- 
estine immigration, while a 
source close to Prime Minister 
Attlee informed correspondents 
no change in immigration policy 
it contemplated, since the issve 
has been referred to U.N. 

The Agency officially indicated 
it was taking Creech-Jones’ re- 
mark at face value, but reported 
that officials privately informed 
the agency there was no hope for 
increased immigtation.

3 GROUPS PROTEST TO CLARK 
ON AUSTRIA RESTITUTION LAWS

NEW YORK—Protesting against the action of the Austrian 
Government in enacting the Second and Third Restitution Laws, 
Jewish organizations this week united in a cabled plea to General 
Mark Clark, American representative on the Control Council for 
Austria, that the United States move to veto this legislation. 


The three organizations—the 
American Jewish Conference, 
American Jewish Committee and 
World Jewish Congress—.charged 
that the restitution laws contain- 
ec “many dangerous ambiguities 
and exceptions” and give “exces- 
Sive protection” to holders of 
property wrongfully acquired. 
Many provisions of the law, they 
said, would make restitution “il- 
lusory” and would thus violate 
the Inter-Allied Declaration of 
Jan, 4, 1943, which warned that 
all property transactions consum- 
ated under duress during the 


Nazi rule would not be recog- 
nized. 

The organization also charged 
that the enactment of these laws 
at this time “would prejudice the 
possibility (of obtaining) more 
equitable provisions in the Aus- 
trian treaty, along the lines of 
the Rumanian and Hungarian 
treaty provisions.” Steps were al- 
so taken by the organizations to 
bring the matter to the attention 
of the French, British and Soviet 
authorities, asking them similarly 


to exercise their veto. 


Faces Paralysis Under British Martial Law 


Food Stocks Depleted, 
Banks, Factories Shui; 
Tel Aviv Council Acts

JERUSALEM— With food 
stocks depleted, factories closing 
and banks shutting their doors 
because of heavy withdrawals, 
tension in Palestine this week 
mounted steadily after the im- 
position of British martial law 
in areas where 300,000 Jews live. 

Some relief was expected with 
announcement that the curfew in 
Jewish quarters of Jerusalem 
will be lifted daily between 10 
a.m. and 5 p. m. Jewish institu- 
tions urged inhabitants to re- 
sume normal living, declaring 
they were arranging food and 
milk delivery and interceding 
with authorities to suspend re 
strictions, 

Four thousand Tel Aviv work- 
ers were unemployed because of 
raw materials shortages, with 
6,000 in Ramat Gan facing unem- 
ployment. 

A Tel Aviv Municipal Council 
meeting, including representa- 
tives of economic organizations, 
demanded the lifting of martial 
law, which it said was “punish- 
ing thousands of innocent peo- 
ple.” The Council acted as a 
wide ban on practically all goods 
threatened to paralyze 90 per cent 
of Jewish industries in Tel Aviv 
and satellite towns. Closing of 
the Tel Aviv.port and removal 
of cargo ships to Jaffa, necessi- 
tating additional trucks was held 
responsible for slow movement 
of food and raw materials and 
for rising prices. 


To combat the financial crisis, 
several thousand troops. cor- 
doned the financial district of 
Tel Aviv as tanks and Bren-gun 
carriers with hundreds of sol- 
diers escorted armored trucks 
laden with $32,000,000 from Jeru- 
salem into Tel Aviv banks. The 
banks were scheduled to open Fri- 
day. 


Irgun distributed leafflets in 
Tel Aviv announcing attacks on 
British installations and Irgun 
Commander Beigin broadcast an 
“Order of the Day” urging fol- 
lowers to “stand like iron against 
the assault of the enemy.” He 
announced continuous “war” un- 
til the British withdrew. 


As the Irgun commander broad- 
cast his order, British troops 
sent out an urgent radio call for 
patrol cars to hunt down the 
Irgun transmitter. 


In Haifa, leaflets urged Jews 
to support dissident organiza- 
tions and expressed hope that the 
United States, Russia, France and 
“other freedom-loving nations” 
would assist Jewish forces in 
driving the British from Pales- 
tine. 


Haganah’s underground radio 
broadcast an appeal to all dissi- 
dent grouns “not to cooperate 
with the Palestine government, 
since every outrage assists the 
government.” The broadcast said 
that “regardless of provocation 
from within or without the com- 
munity, visaless immigration will 
continue.” 


Twelve persons who died in 
Tel Aviv and Jerusalem could 
not be buried. In Jerusalem, 
where cemeteries on Mount Olives 
is outside the military area, spe- 
cial permits were required to 
pass the barriers.

“HIS writer has grown up in the atmosphere of Socialist Zion- 
ism. I have been a Zionist since the age of six and a Social- 
ist since the age of twelve or thirteen. No, I never read Kar] Marx, 
but it is the mental and emotional attitude that matters with most 
people, not so much the abstract theories. Only for a short time 
did I belong to the Socialist Zionist party—I quit when I was seven- 
teen. No, I did not disagree with their theories: I just could not 
be regimented. This quality is partly due to laziness and unfit- 
ness for strictly disciplined activity—-which is a vice, and partly 
to critical independent judgment, which, in my present profession 
is definitely a virtue. 

I think, I have said enough in my recent columns, for the time 
being, about the narrow parochialism of the Socialst Zionists. Let 
me now discuss just Socialism. 

BY SOCIALISM I mean democratic Socialism. The other kind 
whether Stalin’s or Hitler’s—is totalitarianism. I don’t mean the 
Socialism of the Gestapo, or the N.K.V.D., of the G.P.U., when you 
have to worship the Big Leader and where you have to be afraid 
to open your mouth, and when the ruling classes roll in luxury 
while the poor are bludgeoned into saying that they are happy. I 
mean the Socialism that goes with human liberty and with de- 
mocracy and with the dignity of the individual. So far the col- 
lective settlements in Palestine have produced the most success- 
ful examples of that kind of Socialism. The Scandinavian countries, 
New’ Zealand and the Histadruth in Palestine are also fairly good 
examples, but not without some serious faults. To the world at 
large, however, the best known examples in social democracy are 
Germany, Kerensky’s Russia and the British Labor Party. They 
are not so hot, 

Before the World War I, German Social Democrats were the 
envy of all Socialists, especially Jewish Socialists. Germany was 
a fine country for the reason that it had such a strong Socialist 
movement. Came the war and the German Social Democrats 
blessed the rape of Belgium. But many Jewish Socialists still stuck 
to the old myth. 

Kerensky lost Russia to the Bolsheviks by default. Nobody 
could run a country the way Kerensky tried to run Russia. His 
comrades, who set up republics in several parts of Russia during 
the Civil War, were no more practical. But that is all water under 
the bridge: nobody now remembers Kerensky, except Kerensky 
himself and The New Leader. 

AFTER THE COLLAPSE of the German Empire, the Social 
Democrats took over. Noske, a Socialist, had German workers shot 
down by the police and the government made an alliance with 
the Prussian army. Hindenburg, toward the end of the Weimar 
Republic, was a saint in the eyes of the Socialists, who was to save 
the Republic. The outcome of all that was Hitler to whom Hinden- 
burg had. sold out Germany. But throughout the years. of the 
Weimar Republic, a certain type of Socialists in this country-—and 
especially, the run-of-the-mill Jewish Socialist, believed in the Ger- 
man Social Democrats. Some of them have faith in the Kama- 
raden eyen now. Take a look at The New Leader. 

Ramsay Mcdonald boasted, on assuming office as Prime Min- 
ister of Great Britain, in 1926, that he would see Socialism in Brit- 
ain before it comes to Russia. He began by selling out the Zion- 
ists in 1929 to whom he had previously promised support, and he 
ended by selling out the cause of British Labor for a pair of the 
King’s garters. Today, even The New Leader and the Forward 
will admit that Macdonald was a flop—if not a traitor. But in 
1930, God help you if you dared express doubt that salvation would 
come from the British Labor Party, or from Ramsay Macdonald. 
Even today you’re pnder a cloud if you dared doubt Mcdonald be- 
fore 1931, when he sold out. 

In 1945 the Labor Party in Britain came into power. Unlike 
Ramsay Mcdonald, they had an overwhelming majority, and they 
still have. Like Ramsay Mcdonald, they began by selling out the 
Jews in Palestine—and with more of a bang. Like the Mcdonald 
government, they are a flop in every field of colonial and foreign 
policy, while their much vaunted success on the domestic field is 
still to be proven. Like the German Social Democrats of the Wei- 
mar Republic, like the Mcdonald government, they have an exag- 
gerated respect for the sleek technicians of the Civil Service who 
tie them up in knots and make them say the stupidest things. 

IN THAT NOTORIOUS SPEECH of Bevin’s at the Labor Party 
Conference in Bournemouth, in which he rejected the recommenda- 
tion of the Anglo-American Commission for the admission of 100,- 
000 Jews, there was a significant passage that, to my knowledge, 
nobody had noticed. 

It was a speech, you may recall, in which Bevin said he would 
need another two divisions of soldiers in Palestine to admit 100,000 
Jews and in which he cited fantastic figures about the cost of ad- 
mitting Jews into Palestine. It was the speech to which the Ha- 
ganah replied by blowing up the bridges over the Jordan. In that 
speech Bevin also defended his policy of engaging the old type 
civil servants: it was his answer to the left-wing critics who de- 
manded that he engage good Socialists to carry out a Socialist 
foreign policy. At the time, I called the attention of an important 
Socialist editor to that passage, his answer was: “Oh, those left- 
wingers only want jobs for themselves.” In my mind, there is a 
strong connection between Bevin’s respect for Oxford graduates 
and the words he speaks and the policies he pursues. Look at the 
New Leader, supposed!y a Socialist weekly, and you will see a 
defense of the State Department, but even more so, a defense of 
British policy everywhere. 

To the Social Democrats of 1914, the end of Socialism was the 
glory of the German Reich. To Communists, the end of Socialism 
is the greatness of the Soviet Empire. To The New Leader, the 
Socialist ideal is the British Empire. 

Phooey on such Socialism! 

BUT PLEASE, DON’T misunderstand me: I don’t mean every 
type of Socialist. I mean The New Leader, some writers in the 
Forward, David Dubinsky and, similar individuals, who even today 
are ready to defend Bevin. Like the British Labor Party, they 
have some merit. But like the British Labor Party, they are bound 
to flop.

Of A pplicants, Survey of A pplication Forms Reveals 


Special 

NEW YORK—-A survey of the application 
blanks of 171 leading colleges showed that 135 
colleges, or 79 per cent, ask questions about 
the applicant’s race, religion or national an- 
cestry, Dr. David Petegorsky, executive direc- 
tor of the American Jewish Congress, has an- 
nounced. The survey was limited to colleges 
with more than 500 students, 

“This survey clearly shows the necessity for 
the immediate passage of state laws outlawing 
discrimination ‘in education, such as the Austin- 
Mahoney Act in New York and the Reiffin Bill 
in New Jersey,” Dr. Petegorsky said. 

Questions on application blanks related to 
the applicant’s race, color, religion, church, de- 
scent, or ancestry, nationality, _ birthplace, 
mother tongue, language spoken at home, 
mother’s maiden name, and date of parents ar- 
rival in the United States. 

Similar questions on application for employ- 
ment forms have been declared illegal by the 
New York State Commission Against Discrim- 
ination. 

The American Jewish Congress queried 267 
non-sectarian colleges, both state-supported and 
privately-endowed. 

Of the 135 institutions using such discrim- 
inatory forms, 53 per cent requested informa- 
tion about the birthplace of the applicant’s par- 
ents; 36 per cent about the applicant’s religion; 
39 per cent about the maiden name of the ap- 
plicant’s mother, and 37 per cent about the ap- 
plicant’s race. 


Among institutions using the discriminatory 
forms were Harvard and Yale. Others were 
University of California, one of the nation’s 
largest schools; Columbia, Cornell, Indiana, 
Minnesota, New York University, Purdue, 
Johns Hopkins, Radcliffe, Sarah Lawrence 


Skidmore and Wellesley. 

One of the few Southern schools using the 
objectionable form was the University. of North 
Carolina, which enjoys a wide .reputation: as 
“liberal.” The AJC report said Southern: col- 
leges probably omitted questions about. color 
because few Negroes apply for: admission, 


Employment Agencies Ignore Bias Law

NEW YORK—The New York State Ives- 
Quinn Law, which prohibits: discrimination in 
employment, is being flagrantly violated by 
both commercial employment: agencies and

gress charged on the basis of a, survey made 
by its Commission on Law:-and Social Action. 

Will Maslow, director of the commission, said 
Congress investigators had phoned 121 agencies 
and, without identifying themselves, asked that 
a “white Protestant” stenographer be referred. 
Only 14 of the agencies refused, to take the 
order. ; 

Mr. Maslow also pointed out that in the six- 
month period ending December, 1946, the New 
York State Employment Service received 348 
requests which specified “No » Negroes” or 
“Christians Only,” compared to 257 in the 
same period in 1945, before the anti-discrimina- 
tion law went into effect. He demanded a pub- 
lic hearing as “the first step in an aggressive, 
imaginative enforcement of the law.”

“AUSTRALIANS REBUKE MENZIES 


FOR HIS SLAP AT REFUGEES

SYDNEY, Australia—The attack last week on Jewish immi- 


gration to Australia by former Prime Minister Robert G. Menzies, 
who said that the number of Jewish refugees allowed to enter 
was diproportionate, has evoked vigorous criticism from Labor 


Party spokesmen. 

The rise in anti-Semitism in the 
commonwealth is a result of the 
persistent propaganda being car- 
ried on by antiSemitic groups 
and publications and not the en- 
try of a small number of refu- 
gees, Minister of Immigration 
Arthur A. Calwell said. He con- 
demned the Sidney Bulletin, 
which carries weekly cartoons re- 
miniscent of those which appear- 
ed in Julius Streicher Der 
Stuermer, and the Adelaide 
News, which he described as “a 
public instrument of anti-Semi- 





tism,” reflecting a sinister devel- 
opment in Australian journalism. 

Replying to Ken Bolton, presi- 
dent of the Returned Service- 
men’s League, who had ques- 
tioned the accuracy of Calwell’s 
figures on the number of immi- 
grants admitted, the Minister 
offered to open his files to inspec- 
tion. He charged Bolton with 
adopting the attitude of a_ politi- 
cal Jew-baiter based on hysteri- 
cal prejudice. 





DEPORT JEWS TO MADAGASCAR, 


CANADIAN FASCIST URGES

MONTREAL—Adrien Arcand, leader of the anti-Semitic move- 
ment in Canada who was interned as a fascist for five years dur- 
ing the war, and who is now resuming his anti-Jewish activities, 
this week came out with a statement in the press urging that all 
Jews from Palestine and from other countries be deported to the 





island of Madagascar. — 


“The climate in Madagascar is 
suitable for colonization,” he ar- 
gues. “The island is 1,300 miles 
long and it can comfortably con- 
tain 100 million people. There 
are some four million Negroes 
there now. They could be sent to 
Africa, to Liberia, for instance. 
Then the Jews from America,

Z.0.A. to Defy 
British Blockade 
Of Palestine

PITTSBURGH—Ame rican Zion- 


ists will lend all their resources 
to continuing a never- ending 
flow of visaless immigrants to 
Palestine in defiance of the Brit- 
ish blockade, the national admin- 
istrative council of the Zionist 
Organization of America pledged 
this week in a resolution adopted 
by 250 members from 40 states. 

The resolution came after Zion- 
ist leaders of the United States 
and Palestine had bitterly de- 
nounced British policy in the Holy 
Land and expressed doubts that 
Britain was sincere in its avowed 
decision to place the entire Pal- 
estine issue in the lap of the 
United Nations. 

Dr. Moshe Sneh, a member of 
the executive of the Jewish 
Agency, urged that there be no 
negotiations between 
Agency leaders and Foreign Min- 
ister Bevin, since all previous 
talks have been “futile.” He pre- 
dicted that Britain will not ac- 
cept any decision of the U. N. 
which runs counter to its policy 
of “strangling the progress of 
Zionism.” 

Dr. Abba Hillel Silver, presi- 
dent of the ZOA and chief Ameri- 
can member of the Agency, called 
on the U. S. Government, as a 
leading member of the U.N., to 
exercise its influence in that body 
to secure—pendirg a final settle- 
ment—measures to compel Brit- 
ain to fulfill the obligations of 
the Mandate and to admit 100,000 
Jews immediately to Palestine. 
Dr. Emanuel Neumann expressed 
doubt that Britain intends to re- 
linquish the Mandate, no matter 
what action is decided upon by 
the U.N. The administrative coun- 
cil, after hearing Drs. Silver and 
Neumann, adopted a resolution 
asking the U. N. to issue an in- 
terim decision requiring that the 
provisions of the Mandate be ap- 
plied.

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They'll Say ‘Thank You’ On New York Dock to DP Girl 


Who Saved Their Grandchild in Nazi Concentration Camp ¢ ;

NEW YORK—When the S.S. Marine Marlin 
noses into a North River pier Monday, a.Chris- 
tian patriarch of 80 and a Jewish woman of 
67 will be waiting side by side to express their 
appreciation to a 24-year-old girl who “moth- 
ered” their orphaned 6-year-old grandchild in a 
concentration camp. 

Plans for the meeting have been arranged 
by United Service for New Americans, a prin- 
cipal welfare agency for survivors of Nazism 
finding haven in the United States. 

The two elderly people are Ernst Stelzer and 
Mrs. Jacob Stein, both of New York. Mr. Stel- 
zer and Mrs. Stein are the paternal and ma- 
ternal grandparents of Ilse Stelzer, 9, and 
Marianne, 3. Mr. Stelzer, who was a famous 
craftsman in bronze in pre-Nazi Germany, ar- 
rived here in 1946, bringing Ilse and Mari- 
anne to a reunion with their Jewish grand- 
parents. 

Mr. Stelzer had cared for the children in 
Germany throughout the war after his son 
and Jewish daughter-in-law died in concentra- 
tion camps. In 1944, Ilse, then 6, was seized 
by the Nazis and taken to Theresienstadt con- 





centration camp. There the motherless little 
girl, frightened and sick, was cared for by 
another prisoner, Lenore Schweizer, until the 
inmates were freed by the Allies. 

Ilse has often talked of Miss Schweizer, 
whose kindness gave her the will to live. Since 
his arrival in New York, Mr. Stelzer’s stately 


-white-bearded presence has become familiar 


along the waterfront at the arrival of each ship 
bringing concentration camp survivors. He has 
met the boats hoping to find the girl who 
saved Ilse’s life. 


Miss Schweizer, whose immigration was also 
assisted by United Service for New Americans 
and the Joint Distribution Committee, will ar- 
rive with a brother, Benno. She plans to go to 
Gerkeley, Calif., to join an uncle, Max Woulf. 
But before she leaves New York she will have 
a happy reunion with her protege. Ilse and 
little Marianne are now living with an uncle 
and aunt in Newark, N. J. 

The Marine Marlin is bringing 803 displaced 
persons as quota immigrants under President 
Truman’s directive on immigration of refugees.

ALBANY, N. Y.—Defeat of the 
Austin-Mahoney Bill, which

Leon Retter, general secretary 
of the Central Committee, ex- 
pressed thanks for the help given 
by the Army, but urged that the 
DPs generally be given better 
treatment. He pointed out that 
Germans received the same cloth- 
ing rations as the DPs, although 
the latter were in rags, while the 
Germans had stocks of clothing 
they had obtained from occupied 
Europe during the war.

Schottland will reorganize our 
veteran service program and our 
entire organization.” 

From June, 1944, to September 
1945, when he was on the staff 
of General Eisenhower, Col. 
Schottland planned for the care 
and movement of six and one 
half million displaced persons. 
Following his discharge from the 
army, he was assistant director 
of UNRRA for Germany. He 
has been decorated by France, 
Czechoslovakia and Poland for 
service to their displaced persons. 

Before entering the army in 
December, 1943, Mr. Schottland 
was assistant to the chief of the 
Children’s Bureau of the U. S. 
Department of Labor in Wash- 
ington.

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Lewis On Books

ACTION FOR UNITY, By Good- 
win Watson. Harper and Broth- 
ers. 150 Pages. Price $2.00. 

Dr. Watson’s small book on 
anti-Semitism—a subject closest 
to the heart and purse of almost 
every American Jew—is -pro- 
vocative and illuminating. The 
volume embodies conclusions 
touching the field of prejudice, 
which the Columbia professor 
reached after a scientific survey, 
and which are in sharp contra- 
diction with the cherished illu- 
sions of American Jews and of 
their self-appointed leaders and 
Shtadlanim. 

Briefly put, this study deci- 
sively demonstrates that the pro- 
gram and technique of our Jew- 
ish defense agencies with few ex- 
ceptions are fool- 
ishly conceived, 
timidly executed, 
and utterly in- 
consequential. 
' The basic  fal- 
lacy of these ef- 
forts, so grave 
as to nullify the 
entire work, is 
the preposterous 
assumption that “correct infor- 
mation” will eliminate anti-Sem- 
itism, that anti-Semitism flour- 
ishes simply because the facts 
about Jews are not known or un- 
cderstannd. The simple truth is 
that the attempt to “eduate” the 
non-Jew about the Jew is absurd 
and stupid, based as it is on the 
pious but hopeless illusion that 
the non-Jew wants or can be 
tducated on this highly emotional 
subject, or that the anti-Semite 
and his followers will accept the 
truth about Jews and Judaism. 


_ This scientific survey proves 
“that relatively few prejudices 
are removed by intellectual ar- 
pument.” Which means that the 
elaborate educational parapher- 
nalia designed to preach and to 
exhort tolerance, accomplishes 
next to nothing. Because such 
futile techniques foster in the 
Jew a false sense of security, 
create the illusion that anti-Sem- 
itism is really being fought, when 
such is not the case, they even 
represent an actual danger. 

An exceptionally significant 
illustration of this, which Jews 
subconsciously admit but openly 
deny, will be found in the Re- 
constructionist of Feb. 7, where 
Rabbi Roland B. Gittelsohn in a 
fascinating and instructive arti- 
cle tells of the shocking anti- 
Semitism he met at Iwo Jima, 
not only amongst the men in the 
ranks but amongst the chaplains. 
Even the famous sermon he 
preached at the dedication of the 
Iwo Jima cemetery was the cause 
of an exceedingly ugly religious 
controversy. 

What is most significant, how- 
ever, and revealing, is the refusal 
of some chaplains to treat seri- 
ously sme educational leaflets ne 
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gave them, on the ground that 
these leaflets contained the false- 
hood ‘that the Jews did not cru- 
cify Jesus—one subject which 
even Dr. Watson conveniently ig- 
nores, though he does mention 
Shylock. Against such bigotry or 
against the priest who told Rabbi 
Gittelsohn that Father Coughlin 
is “the greatest Catholic priest in 
the world,” no reason or argu- 
ment will or can avail. Which 
simply stamps the extensive edu- 
cational machinery for which we 
spend millions as futile and 
worthless. 

How pitifully ineffective mere 
exhortation is, the proud city of 
Mineapolis illustrates, and most 
shamefully. The Governor’s Inter- 
racial Commission urged _ all 
Minnesotans to pledge, “I will 
never by rumor or careless con- 
versation indict a whole race or 
religious group by reason of the 
delinquency of a few members. I 
will daily deal with every man in 
business, social, and political re- 
lations solely on the basis of his 
individual work.” Despite such 
noble sentiments, the city re- 
mains one of the most anti- 
Semitic communities in the entire 
land. Not only are the Rotary, 
the Kiwanis, and all the other 
so-called service clubs closed to 
Jews, but even the Auto Club, a 
purely business enterprise, ex- 
cludes them. Why should not the 
director of the National Confer- 
ence of Christians and Jews visit 
the city and discover the futility 
of this technique? To use it after 
this demonstration of failure 
proves either incompetence or in- 
difference. 


In face of Dr. Watson’s illu- 
minating survey, “Brotherhood 
Week” becomes ludicrous. Jews 
alone celebrate it, with pathetic 
eagerness, and with methods 
which border on the vulgar. In 
the entire city of New York not 
a single important Christian pul- 
pit invited a rabbi to preach dur- 
ing the week. Furthermore, not 
even a single important Church 
took public notice of it. But, and 
this is the shame of it, almost all 
large Synagogues did, and fran- 
tically, with large newspaper ad- 
vertisements, with Christians 
preaching to Jews, not to Chris- 
tians, about good will! One Rab- 
bi at a special Brotherhood 
luncheon in his synagogue at- 
tended by Jews only, excepting 
for the invited guests, even gave 
an award to a prominent Chris- 
tian for being kindly disposed 
towards Jews! Imagine if every 
rabbi in the country adopted a 
similar procedure? 

The Anti-Defamation League 
has in recent years come under 
severe criticism on grounds of in- 
effectiveness. Dr. Watson sup- 
ports this dissatisfaction with the 
statement that “while it has a 
remarkable collection of reports, 
there was a feeling that the Anti- 
Defamation League has made in-

adequate exposure of the wealth 
of material it took such pains to 
accumulate.” (page 81). Since “it 
is more constructive to attack 
segregation than to attack pre- 
judices,” this constitutes a grave 
criticism of the League’s pro- 
gram and techniques. Not cam- 
paigns of education about the 
virtues of the Jew, but attacks, 
militant and vigorous, on anti- 
Semites and specifice discrimina- 
tion against Jews (e.g. medical 
schools, colleges, employment, 
etc.) are imperative. 

A superb illustration of the lat- 
ter is the battle the American 
Jewish Congress is waging 
against Columbia University. 
When Dr. Nicholas Murray But- 
ler, gravely embarrassed by the 
disclosures, attempted to deny 
the discriminatory policies of the 
university, the head of the Amer- 
ican Jewish Congress confronted 
him with the facts, repeated the 
charges, and again boldly de- 
manded that Columbia Univer- 
sity be taxed as a private insti- 
tution. 

It is precisely such procedures, 
and not pious exhortations about 
“tolerance” which may force a 
revision in the shocking and 
cruel policies of discrimination 
which American institutions of 
learning enforce both against 
Jewish students and against Jews 
who seek academic careers. If 
education is the answer to anti- 
Jewish prejudice, can one dis- 
cover in the entire world a more 
learned and better educated indi- 
vidual than Dr. Nicholas Murray 
Butler? Verily, only too often the 
most educated are also the most 
bigoted.

NOBODY Gives A Damn For The Jews 
N a bookstore, in a corner devoted to marked-down publishers’ 
overstocks, I received a rude and shocking admonition of Jew- 
ish fate and future. The lesson is one which all American Jews need, 

The shelf of books selling at reduced prices very often serves 
as an index of the popular mind not of what people read, but of the 
kind of books which people do not buy. The decline of political 
fortunes may often be marked in such publishers’ overstocks of 
original editions, which never moved off the counters at the regu- 
lar retail prices. Thus, after the last presidential elections, thou- 
sands of copies of an opportunistic biography of Thomas E. Dewey 
were dumped on the market at 49 cents each. Some of them may, 
still be seen kicking around, still unwanted, even at that price. 

But what hurt deeply this week was the discovery of scores 
of copies of three significant books: “No Traveller Returns,” by 
Henry Shoskes (Doubleday Doran, $2.50); “Warsaw Ghetto,” by 
Mary Berg (L. B. Fischer, $2.75), and “The Glory of Elsie Silver,” 
by Louis Golding (Dial Press, $2.75). All were brand new, fresh, 
clean copies, in original printings, and were offered at 49 cents 
each, indicating that they were classed as otherwise unsaleable. 

All three books are about the Warsaw ghetto, the first two 
documentaries, and the latter a novel which reaches its climax in 
the fateful struggle of the Jews behind the ghetto walls. Here, 
available for 49 cents each, on the open counter and under the glare 
of fluorescent lights, in the midst of a busy and popular drug 
store, are the stories of Jews who rebelled and fought, who suf- 
fered and bled, and died horrible deaths, Here in various forms, 
as diary, as historical record, or as romantic novel, is available on 
the printed page the flesh and blood of six million Jews. 

NOBODY WAS INTERESTED at two and a half dollars. There 
were murder mysteries and Crime Club selections for those who 
wanted excitement. There were tales of the distant past, which 
wouldn’t disturb delicate sensibilities. And for readers who desired 
not to be disturbed at all, there was Peace of Mind. Americans 
didn’t want to know what Christians and Christianity had done in 
Warsaw, and so they turned to a Jew—a rabbi—for Peace of Mind, 
a best-seller. 

And here the books were, at 49 cents each. They were pushed 
aside and pawed over by curious bargain hunters. The dust 
jackets were colorful and attractive. The bindings were works of 
art. The printing was excellent and readable. Objectively, as 
examples of the publishers’ craft, they were worth the bare half- 
dollar. 

But there was more to them than paper and cardboard and ink 
and glue. These books were compounded of the misery and suf- 
fering of people. They epitomized the worst cruelties and butch- 
eries which human beings had ever undergone at the hands of 
fellow humans. The blood seemed to drip from the very pages. 
The books were pushed aside. Even at 49 cents the American 
reading public didn’t care. Worst yet, they seemed to resent our 
moans and our complaints, which disturbed their Peace of Mind. 

What does all this prove? It has great relevancy to the events 
of the day, to Bevin’s statement, and the deeds of British police 
in Palestine, and the response of the diplomats and statesmen to 
all our frantic appeals. It has bearing on our petitions to the 
conscience of humanity for what we term justice. 


FOR THE SIMPLE TRUTH of the matter is that the world 
doesn’t give a DAMN about the Jews—about what happened to 
them or what will happen to them! The world has no conscience, 
and there is no Christian charity. The few lone voices which seem 
to be raised in friendship for the Jews merely serve to emphasize 
the paucity of their numbers, and alas, even these few, with which 
we sometimes comfort and delude ourselves, are not subject to 
close scrutiny for their motives. We dare not ask what self-serv- 
ing purposes actuate this politician, or that visionary, would-be 
missionary to espouse the unpopular cause of the Jew. Better that 
we hug to us these few friends, 

We find comfort and security in the thought that we can appeal 
to public opinion, and that it can be influenced and molded. There 
is no public opinion in our favor! There is complete indifference 
to us. We are vain and blind if we feel that the complete ex- 
termination of every Jew in the world tomorrow would cause more 
than a passing twinge of regret on the part of the rest of the 
world’s people, 

All this does not reduce in the slightest our desire to live, 
but we ought to realize, once and ‘for all, that our continued exist- 
ence depends solely and exclusively upon ourselves. We ought to 
rid ourselves of the complex that a telegram to the President, or a 
letter to the editor, or a lengthy memorandum to a solemn commis- 
sion will yield us anything. Not upon these is Jewish fate de- 
pendent. 

On the day when the majority of the Jews become convinced 
that nobody else gives a damn about them- “on that day Jews 
will truly earn the right to live.

must have been bitterly saddening to 

Jesus, who, according to Christian doctrine, 
looks into the hearts of men, to see the un- 
Christian doing among the brethren at Iwo 
Jima that day. Has the name Iwo Jima been 
forgotten? It is the hallowed spot in the Pa- 
cific where so many of the American children 
died early in 1945. 

Protestant children, Catholic children, Jew- 
ish children, young boys of the Marines. They 
were lying around in neat rows of graves the 
day the un-Christian thing happened among 
the brethren, It must have hurt Jesus espe- 
cially to see that the brethren were his or- 
dained ministers.

Those luminous words of the beginning: 
“Here, before us, lie the bodies of comrades 
and friends. . .. Under one of these Christian 
crosses or beneath a Jewish star of David 
there may rest now a man who was destined 
to be a great prophet, to find the way for all 
to live in plenty, with poverty and hardship 
for none. . . . Now they lie here silently in 
this sacred soil, and we gather to consecrate 
this earth to their memory.” 

The speech thrilled the nation the day it 
was read over the NBC network by Robert St. 
John. This was something like Lincoln speak- 
ing at Gettysburg. Nobody could discover in 
it the heavy heart with which the rabbi gave it 
in seclusion, almost, in a small corner of the 
Iwo Jima graveyard, away from his Christian 
brethren. 

The ordained servants of Jesus, forgetting 
their ordination in the teaching of the brother- 
hood, stood apart from him in the presence of 
these dead children. It was to have been a 
dedication of the graveyard by the chaplains 
of the various religions together—Protestant, 
Catholic, Jewish. The fine spirit of the division 
chaplain, Warren F. Cuthriell, had thought of 
that. He had asked Chaplain Gittelsohn to 
give the memorial sermon; he considered singu- 
larly appropriate that Gittelsohn, chaplain of 
the smallest religious group, should be the 
one, in the grandeur of the American way, to 
speak for all these dead. 

Chaplain Gittelsohn prepared his sermon. 
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“I LEARNED LATER, immediately after the 
announcement of his plans, that two of our 
Protestant chaplains visited Cuthriell to ex- 
press vigorous objection to the Jewish chap- 
lain preaching over graves which were pre- 
dominantly those of Christians. His answer was 
that the right of a Jewish chaplain to preach 
such a sermon was precisely one of the things 
for which we were fighting the war.” 

Later the six Catholic chaplains sent a repre- 
sentative to Cuthriell. ... “They were opposed 
in general to any joint service of memorial 
and were oppoged in particular to a sermon 
preached by the Jewish chaplain. Furthermore, 
if he insisted on carrying out his original in- 
tention they would refuse to participate or 
attend!” 

Cuthriell’s bright Christian spirit was in 
tragic dilemma in the presence of these serv- 
ants of the Master who had so forgotten the 
implications of the Sermon on the Mount and 
of its Beatitudes and of the Crucifixion itself. 
... “The objection of two Protestants he could 
withstand, “Rabbi Gittelsohn says in “The Re- 
constructionist.” “The objection of an entire 
church ... was another matter. I had no right 
to expose my senior to that kind of embar- 
rassment. I withdrew.” 

So, after a brief secular dedication of the 
Iwo Jima graveyard, the chaplains of the 
three religions withdrew, each. to his own cor- 
ner among the graves, to speak to God sepa- 
rately for the dead of his religion. ‘(It was like 
brotherhood itself being dead among the dead 
children.) In his corner Chaplain Gittelsohn 
gave the sermon he had prepared to the mem- 
ory of all the dead. It had been written days 
before the time he, the Jewish servant of 
God, was rejected by his Christian brethren.

HE HADN’T CHANGED a word of it. He 
said: “Here lie men who loved America because 
their ancestors . escaped to her blessed 
Shores. Here lie officers and men, Negroes 
and white, rich and poor together. Here are 
Protestants, Catholics and Jews together, Here 
no man prefers another because of his faith, 
or despises him because of his color. ... Among 
these men there is no discrimination, no prej- 
udice, no hatred. 

“Theirs is the highest and purest democracy. 

Any man among us who fails to understand 
that, will thereby betray those who here lie 
dead.

to those who happen to be in the minority, 
makes of this ceremony and the bloody sacri- 
fices it commemorates an empty, hollow mock- 
ery.” :

Off 
she went with skates over her shoulder and 
money in her pocket for whatever treat she 
chose. 

Four-year-old Susan, who had watched ad- 
miringly as her big sister prepared for her 
adventures, was left at loose ends. She was 
wandering aimlessly from one toy to another, 
when an understanding friend stopped in. 
Susan told of her sister’s fun and the friend 
said, “Susan, how would you like to come to 
my house for a tea party while sister is gone?” 

When Phyllis came home that evening, full 
of importance of her day, Susan met her at 
the door with a glowing account of the tea 
party, and displayed the “loot” which she had 
brought home—greeting cards, beads, pencils, 
and candy. 

Phyllis’s face dropped. “Humph! 
had gone to the tea party!” 

That was too much for her mother. She 
scolded Phyllis roundly for her selfishness and 
said, “You would thing with your having so 
many treats, you would want sister to have 
a little fun!” 

Phyllis said no more but her happiness was 
gone. 

Her mother felt uncomfortable. Surely she 
was right to reprimand the child, and yet, she 
was certain that, though Phyllis said no more,

she was still resentful of having missed the 
party.

. THAT EVENING she met a woman who was 
a child psychologist and asked how she should 
have handled the matter. 

“Scolding is not the solution in a case like 
that,” said the psychologist. “Your task is to 
help the child understand her feeling. It is 
natural for a child to wish she could have en- 
joyed all the treats, the ride, the skating, and 
the tea party. Adults, hearing of other persons’ 
good fortune can’t help wishing for a share of 
it. They are experienced enough to conceal 
their desire. Your child does not know yet that 
she is supposed to conceal her wish to have 
all the good things. 

“Your scolding may stop her from mention- 
ing it to you in the future, but it will not stop 
her from having unhappy feelings over ex- 
periences she must miss. Don’t you feel a tiny 
bit resentful when your unmarried sister runs 
to New York whilé you must stay at home 
with your children? 

“Your job is to help Phyllis understand her 
feeling—to help her realize that it is natural to 
want to do everything nice, but impossible to 
do several things at the same time, and that on 
another occasion, she could go to a tea party 
and enjoy that experience too. 

“If you can teach your daughter how to take 
other people’s good fortune without resent- 
ment, when she herself is denied that par- 
ticular pleasure, you will be apnene her great 


unhappiness all through her life.”

ANY thanks to some of our readers who write that they are 


pleased with the “old-fashioned” recipes especially, even 
though they clip and file the newer suggestions. One such request 
for recipes that bring back memories of childhood came from 


Mrs. Rebecca B. Feldman of Saginaw, Mich. Part of her letter, 
which by the way, reached me after much délay because not ad- 
dressed to the address given below, reads as follows: 

“I am wondering if you could possibly obtain two recipes .°. 
often made by my mother who had been Russian and Romanian. 
Since she passed away I have been unable to find anyone who 
knew how to make these dishes . . . Tomato Soup with Rice, 
and Bean Soup with Tayglach.” 

Well, Mrs. Feldman, I hope these are the recipes as your 
dear mother made them. Let me know after you have tried them 
out, won’t you please? 

Tomato Soup with Rice (Romanian Style) 

2% cups canned tomatoes. 1 tsp. salt. 

1 cup cold water. 1 tblsp. brown sugar. 

1 onion. 4% cup uncooked rice 

2 tbisps. melted shortening (rinsed in eold water) 

(butter or oil). Parsley for garnish. 

1 bay leaf. 

Put tomatoes through a soup strainer to remove seeds. Add 
water, rice and salt and cook in a covered soup pot over moderate 
heat 25 minutes or till rice is tender. Peel and dice onion and brown 
it in the hot melted butter (or oil, or chicken fat if you like). Add 
this and bay leaf to the soup. Bring to a boil again and add sugar. 
Let stand covered 10 minutes. This soup may be eaten hot or 
cold. It should be slightly thickened but not mushy. 

Romanian Bean Soup with Tayglach, or Egg Drops 

14% cups dry lima beans. butter. 

1 qt. cold water. 1 egg. 

1 tsp. salt. 2 tbisps. flour. 
1 onion. A pinch of salt. 
2 tbisps. chicken fat, oil or 

Soak beans in cold water to cover, overnight preferably, but 
at least three hours, just in case you forgot to do that. Add fresh 
cold water and salt and cook over moderate heat in a covered pet" 
45 minutes or till beans are tender. Drain, reserving the liquid 
tc be added later. The skins of the beans should be removed by 
hand if you must be true to the “way mother made it,” or put 
through a coarse strainer with the aid of a wooden spoon. A food 
press that works with a turn handle is the most eflicient method to 
use, however. 

Add the bean pulp to liquid. You should have about one quart 
of thickened soup. Thin it out with boiled water if you wish, and 
add diced browned oiion. Bring to a boil and drop from the tip 
of a spoon the Tayglach or Egg Drops made by combining to a 
paste the beaten egg, flour and salt, one at a time while the soup 
is at moderate boiling point or bubbling slightly. After the last egg 
Grop is put in, turn down the heat and let cook five to seven min- 
utes. This makes an excellent, hearty soup—a good substitute for 
meat or fish, any day of the year but specially on a cold day. 

Mushroom Soup with Potato Wafers (Another good soup! 

1 lb. fresh mushrooms. 46 tsp. salt. 

4 tbisps. butter 1 cup sour cream. 

1 onion, diced or sliced thin. 6 cups water. 

42 cup diced celery, leaves 4 scallions (optiona)). 
included. 

Wash and cut the mushrooms, including stems except the woody 
section. Brown the onion in milted butter in the bottom of the 
soup pot or deep sauce pan, add mushrooms and stir several times 
till they change color. Add the celery and scallions, cook for five 
minutes, then add water, salt and potatoes. Bring to a quick boil, 
then let simmer 20 minutes or until potatoes are tender. Stir two- 
thirds of the sour cream into the slightly cooled soup and serve 
with a little gob of sour cream floating on top. Also, sprinkle some 
minced parsley over the top of each plate for color and “tahm.” 

Potato Wafers to go with Soup (Or salad, if you like) 

1 cup firmly packed boiled, % cup peanut butter. 
mashed or riced potatoes. Caraway Seeds (kimmel) 

% tsp. salt. 

Blend together with a fork the potatoes, salt and peanut but- 
ter. Shape into 1-inch or smaller balls. Place these on a cookie 
sheet and press flat and as thin as desired, using fingers, spattif® 
or the bottom of a small glass. Sprinkle with caraway seeds and 
press lightly with the fingers to make them stick. Bake 12 minutes 
at 375° F. or till nicely browned. Remove with the spatula and 
serve with —_— or salad while hot.

Sermon of the week: “The 
Impostors In Our Temple.”— 
Rabbi William B. Silverman, 
Temple Emanuel, Duluth, Minn. 








So you get the picture of the 
man I intend to tell you about. 
He’s now state chairman of the 
United Jewish Appeal. A_thor- 
oughgoing Jew (he says he’s not 
religious), he’s lived a normal life 
as a Jew and a citizen with no 
inhibitions about either. He’s 
wealthy and his word is law in 
many places. 

Now here we go: He believes 
that as a group the non-Jew defi- 
nitely hates the Jew. What sym- 
pathy is found for the Jew is the 
same feeling that would be 
shown for a hungry dog. 


As individuals, he gave me 
countless personages who loved 
him and would do anything for 
him, but that was for him as an 
individual; for Jews as a group 
they had nothing but contempt 
and hatred. 


He made the point that those 
rich Jews who believed that the 
non-Jew directed his hate against 
the small Jewish merchant or 
peddler were merely blinding 
themselves to reality. He said 
that the hatred for the Jew is 
principally aimed at the leading 
Jewish merchant or the Jewish 
bank director. 


If this man had been the col- 
lege professor of Part II of this 
chair, I could have dismissed his 
charges more easily. I tried to 
argue with him that his deduc- 
tions were due to the Hitler era 
and that he had suffered so much 
because of what was being done 
to Jews the world over that his 
thinking was being affected. But 
he answered that his conclusions 
were reached long before 1933. 


I don’t hold with either the col- 
lege professor or the industrial- 
ist, but the chances are that they 
are better observers than I and 
probably more right. I am one of 
the great Jewish mass who live 
in hopes that the day of. the 
brotherhood of man is approach- 
ing. 


Now how, you may ask, do I 
tie up the talk with the three 
Zionist leaders after the meeting 
in the Waldorf-Astoria with Parts 
II and III of this chair? These 
three men did not get right down 
and cry because as Jews and 
Zionists there have been so many 
disappointments that they are 
almost immune to emotion. Also 
asJews they portray the common 
Jewish trait of an excess of hope. 
It is this hope that was the com- 
mon denominator of all three in- 
cidents told here. ° 


The Zionist leaders did not be- 
wail, and almost showed a hard- 
ened non-concern with Britain’s 
latest move because they 
HOPED; the scientist’s very dis- 
couraging report didn’t disturb 
me because I hoped he was 
wrong in his anaylsis, and even 
if right, hoped that something 
might happen to prevent the 
logical occurrence his facts point- 
ed to; neither the industrialist: or 
myself decided to shoot ourselves 
because we HOPED. In all three 
cases the HOPE was probably 
not warranted. But I am sure 
that I as a Jew, and you as a 
Jewish reader of this paper 
would have disappeared many 
centuries ago, if we were not 
pushed on to heroic efforts by 
this HOPE.

Orthodoxy Ought To Admit It Is Changing 


LTHOUGH most Orthodox rabbis in the 

United States are wise enough to make 
concessions in the way of adaptations to the 
American environment without sacrificing any 
of the essentials of their belief, a reading of 
Orthodox publications gives one the impres- 
sion that strict European observance obtains 
in U. S. Orthodoxy. 

The situation seems to be that U. S. Ortho- 
doxy has adopted certain changes that were 
necessary, but refuses to admit in public that 
these changes have been made or, to discuss 
them. Many Orthodox rabbis speak in English; 
many of them no longer demand that the con- 


-“gregation not ride to services; many have 


shortened the length of services. The Orthodox 
rabbi in the U. S. was no slower than his Con- 
servative or Reform colleague in learning that 
it is more important that a Jew attend services 
and understand the sermon than it is to speak 
in Hebrew or Yiddish to an empty auditorium.

Seandiade of Jewish Conduct In The United States 


HAT the long-needed standards of Jewish 
conduct. in the United States are being 
devised by proper rabbinical authorities is re- 
vealed by Rabbi Morris Teller in The Mes- 


senger of his South Side Hebrew Congrega- 


tion (Chicago). 

For years now, and often in the pages of 
The Post, there has been discussion pro and 
con on the advisability and necessity of just 
such a set of criteria. 

Of course the standards Rabbi Teller tells 
of will probably not be fully acceptable to Re- 
form adherents, but the attempt to employ 
such means to give the Jewish layman an un- 
derstanding of what Judaism required of him, 
may point the way for the other groups too. 

Rabbi Teller’s explanation of the proposed 
standard is so lucid that we repeat it here in 
full: 

“The Rabbinical Assembly of America and 
our Chicago Rabbinical Association are pre- 
paring codes of proper conduct of communal 
life. Now that the Jewish community in 
America is becoming stabilized, it is time to 
bring more order and dignity into our pub- 
lic Jewish life. In well-established European 
communities, now unfortunately destroyed, 
there was in addition to the universally ac- 
cepted religious code of laws and customs also 
the community code by which the Jewish peo- 
ple of the community were guided and gov- 
erned and by which there was instituted order 
in communal life. In our American Jewish 
life, there has arisen what is called in Hebrew 
‘Hefkerus,’ a care-free, ‘Laissez-faire’ attitude, 


would best be served by a free and open dis. 
cussion among its rabbis of its problems, prob. 
lems centering around how best to preserve 
what is essential to Judaism by adapting itself 
to the American environment, albeit without 
sacrificing on its important beliefs. 


The picture of a declining few pious Jews 
so wedded to their religion that they ignore 
their environment altogether is a dramatic and 
heart-warming one, but it is not nearly as en. 
couraging as hundreds of thousands of observ. 
ant (Orthodox, Conservative and Reform) Jews 
faithful to the highest ideals of Judaism. Then 
instead of an intransigeant Orthodoxy doomed 
to a dwindling number of adherents with the 
young Orthodox Jew of today turning to Con. 
servatism or Reform for fear of involving his 
conscience in unsoluable contradictions, there 
will be in time three healthy divisions, each re 
acting on the other and each strong and 
thriving. 


based partly upon a wrong conception of free 
dom. Every individual and every society or con. 
gregation or club did (and is still doing) what 
was right in our own eyes without regard for 
proprieties and often acting in a manner detri- 
mental to the best interests of the larger Jew- 
ish community. 

“In a democracy it is neither desirable nor 
easy to regiment individuals or groups; but 
democracy is not anarchy or ‘hefkerus.’ Every 
community in a democracy must have ordi- 
nances and codes which the individual must 
follow for the welfare of the community and 
ultimately for his own good. 

“To build up a more wholesome Jewish com- 
munity life it has become necessary for some 
representative and authorized group to set up 
certain standards which shall be the norm of 
proper conduct, 

“These standards will deal with inter-congre. 
gational and intra-congregational relationships 
and with the relationship of the Synagogue to 
the community, but primarily these regula. 
tions will deal with those religious celebrations 
that sanctify the life of the Jew from the cradle 
to the grave, B’rith milah (circumcision) and 
the naming of the child, Bar Mitzvah, Bas 
Mitzvah, confirmation, weddings, funerals, and 
unveiling of monuments, 

“When these standards will be finally formu- 
lated, made widely known and followed by lay- 
men as well as religious fuctionaries, it will be 
an important step in the right direction toward 
a more self-respecting and decorous Jewish 
community life.

E Jewish music lovers of Indianapolis 
who have been ardent supporters of the 
Indianapolis Symphony Orchestra and its con- 
ductor, Fabien Sevitzky, have long watched Mr. 
Sevitzky cross himself, as do all good Catholics 
on important occasions, before each concert. 
Jews, who appreciate true piety, could never 
criticize Mr. Sevitzky, even those who know 
that Mr. Sevitzky was converted from Judaism. 
Nor does or will The Post ever criticize a 
convert to another religion, regardless of the 
redson for the change of faith. Mr. Sevitzky 
or General Maurice Rose may leave Judaism, 
but as individuals that is their privilege. 
But The Post does criticize those who would 


continue to honor as Jews these men who have 
become baptized. So that when The Kansas 
City Chronicle devotes a long write-up to Mr.

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MORE SLAPS AT ‘NATIONAL’ GROUPS 
FOR ‘RIGGING’ THEIR CONVENTIONS 


Editor, the National Jewish Post: 

I read Rabbi Joshua Trachten- 
berg’s letter in the Feb. 21 issue 
of the Post with a great deal of 
sympathy and understanding. 
This is probably because, as I 
have several times written in ar- 
ticles quite widely published, I 
agree completely with the plan 
he recommends for the establish- 
ment of a really representative 
National Jewish Body. 

Here I wish to add an addition- 
al point of criticism of the man- 
ner in which so-called “National” 
Conferences and Conventions are 
rigged up. For example, I would 
make this criticism of the Joint 
Defense Appeal Conferefice in St. 
Louis, and the General Assembly 
of the Council of Federations in 
Atlantic City, both of which I at- 
tended as a representative from 
Elizabeth. 

We, who are designated by the 
local Community Council to rep- 
resent it at these “National” 
meetings, rarely are given a man. 
date to act on budgets of these 
national organizations, er even on 
major plans which they usually 
submit on the spot, at the Confer- 
ence, without permitting our lo- 
eal councils to discuss and decide 
what they want their representa- 
tive to say, prior to the “Nation- 
al” meeting. 

I have attended many of these 
conferences, but the only time 
that I was instructed how to vote 
on any specific question was in 
connection with the national bud- 
geting suggestions last year in 
Detroit. I had no sige to com- 


mit Elizabeth on the JDA budget 
-in St. Louis, or on anything that 
transpired in Atlantic City. 

The same thing holds true of 
those people who attended the 
National U.J.A. Convention in 
Atlantic City in November. Cer- 
tainly nobody from Elizabeth, 
who may have attended and per- 
haps voted on the $170,000,000 
budget adopted, had any mandate 
from us to vote one way or an- 
other. Our committee simply 
had not discussed the matter. 

So long as we are talking 
about “democracy” on the Na- 
tional Jewish level, we might just 
as well face this fact, namely, 
that the actions of thesc so-called 
National Conferences of all kinds 
do not refiect the desires and the 
thinking of the local communi- 
ties. They represent the desires 
and demands of small groups, 
controlling the so-called National 
organizations, who “rig” their 
“National” Conference in such a 
way that their plans may be 
pushed through with the least 
possible obstruction and discus- 
sion. 

I make this criticism, not with 
the intention of hurting any of 
these agencies, all of whom are 
doing good work, and for all of 
whom I have done pioneer educa- 
tional work in my own commun.- 
ity, but facts are facts and they 
should be faced.

THERE REALLY IS A TEWISH VOTE; 
SAYS READER, AND HE APPROVES 


Editor, The Jewish Post: 

I don’t understand how in your 
editorial of Feb. 21 entitled “A 
Serious Error in Judgment” you 
draw the apparent conclusion 
that Republicans alone in the 
Senate are opposing Lilienthal 
because he is a so-called liberal. 

In the interest of accuracy, it 
should be noted that the fight 
against him is being led by the 
Senior Senator from Tennessee, 
K. D. McKellar, supported by an 
array of Southerners, all Demo- 
crats. 

I will hazard further the guess 
that when the final vote is taken 
there will be little if any differ- 
ence in the percentage of Re- 
publican and Democratic nega- 
tive votes. Nor do I agree with 
the implication that the Demo- 
cratic Party is genuinely liberal. 
Can one be oblivious to the fact 
that it contains Bilbo, Rankin 
and Talmadge; that a very potent 
element of its strength in the 
North has resided in the big-city 
machines of Hague, Kelly-Nash, 
Tammany and Pendergast. 

As to an “obvious error” that 
Jews vote as a group, it is really 
true that this became definitely 
so for the first time during the 
long Roosevelt administration, 
when Jews by common observa- 
tion voted overwhelmingly for 
the late President. The greatest 
error we could make would be to 
be regarded as an appendage of 
one party, which could easily 
cause the other party to entirely 
disregard us, or by becoming hos- 
tile to attempt to attract votes of 
those who don’t like the Jew. We 
Shall certainly be in a stronger 
position if our support is courted 
by both parties, if we reward 
their help and rebuke their be- 
trayal at the polls. 

Our fear of the appellation, a 
Jewish vote, is a concommitant 
of group insecurity. American

conglomeration of group votes, 
sectional, racial, religious, eco- 
nomic, and occupational. 

American politicians and candi- 
dates always have taken these 
blocs into consideration in vary- 
ing proportions, in framing plat- 
forms and presenting their slates. 
Our trust must be not to elimi- 
nate a Jewish vote that would 
make us sui-generis, which we 
are not, but rather that our vote, 
individually and collectively, be 
cast for those causes and indi- 
viduals which represent the basic 
democratic principles of righte- 
eousness and justice on which 
America was founded and be- 
came great, confident that the in- 
terest of the Jew will ever be 
such that it comports with na- 
tional well being. 

One more point. Why all this 
fuss on our part about Lilien- 
thal? In east Tennessee, I am 
told on good authority, he repre- 
sented himself as a non-Jew; 
took no part whateever in Jewish 
affairs, and even refused a dona- 
tion to the Welfare Fund. In 
coming to the defense of Lilien- 
thal, we might well wonder if he 
wants it, since he has so solicit- 
ously separated himself from the 
House of Israel.

RABBI TAKES McGILLICUDDY TO TASK 
ABOUT INCIDENT AT IWO JIMA 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 

I 4m constrained, by reason of 
a long and eventful experience 
as a U.S. Army chaplain, to take 
strong exception to Patrick J. 
McGillicuddy’s gentle admoni- 
tions to Chaplain Gittelsohn re- 
specting the latter’s deep pain 
over the incident at Iwo Jima, 
and the conclusion that “such an- 
guish of spirit proves nothing 
more than this—-an unwise and 
injudicious arrangement of dedi- 
catory exercises and services at 
Iwo Jima.” 


Disregarding bland, felicitous 
phrasing, the sentiment seems to 
mean that Chaplain Cuthriell’s 
inviting a rabbi to panegyrize the 
butchered victims of that savage 
plundering kind of monster 
which snatches men from life’s 
bosom, and to reverence that life- 
less brotherhood under the sod, 
was most imprudent. On the 
other hand, to have substituted 
for the rabbi one of the protest- 
ing priests or pastors would have 
been more politic, especially were 
Chaplain Cuthriell to have ren- 
dered the dedicatory utterance 
himself. I cannot agree. It was 
indeed of the essence of a frater- 
nal spirit to have extended to 
Chaplain Gittelsohn this invita- 
tion. The surmisings of rivalry, 
competition and similar excuses 
cannot force from the field the 
fact that the mentioned protag- 
onists of the Christian spirit sput- 
tered in great indignation and 
were of wrathful aspect princi- 
pally because a Jew was desig- 
nated to read the eulogy. 


The distinction between a ma- 
jority and a minority is invalid in 
the ease at hand. Were the dedi- 
catory exercises purely denomin- 
ational in character, then no one 
could question the propriety ‘and 
the justness of having each de- 
nomination arrange for the form 
and content of individual ser- 
vices, If the memorial was pri- 
marily national and patriotic in 
nature, then denominations were 
not to be considered; and all 
were entitled to be recognized 
equally as citizens of the United 
States, and comrade soldiers. 
Under the circumstances, the 
grievances of the dissident chap- 
lains were insupportable. 


It was my good fortune never 
to have had my position preju- 
diced by antipathies harbored by 
Christian chaplains. I may state 
with assurance that the chap- 
lains of the 83rd Infantry Divi- 
sion were in no ways less loyal 
and less consecrated to their indi- 
vidual faiths than the eight of 
whom Rabbi Gittelsohn makes 
mention. Yet, I had the advan- 
tage at all times of a painstak- 
ing effort on the part of our di- 
vision chaplain, Augustine P. 
Donnelly (now of the 1st Div.), 
and others, to arrange for me to 
make a conspicuous presentation 
on the occasion of memorial, 





Jewry, an independent Palestine 
is another step in the disintegra- 
tion of the Empire. Secondly, 
dear leaders, the important one 
which no one must ever talk 
about, is Standard Oil.

Upheld By New Yorker 
Editor, National Jewish Post: 

This letter is in answer to H. 
L. Passman’s statement, “How 
much shame is reflected in the 
change of name?” This may be 
true in some cases but not in 
others. “The change of name” is 
a man’s legal privilege. 

Gentiles as well as Jews 
change their names. As far as I 
recall the Jews of Europe re- 
ceived their “surnames” from 
their Gentile masters, just as the 
Negro was given the name of 
his white master. 

Is it then a wish to hide your 
religion if you change this name? 
I do not find it good for a young 
child to have his name ridiculed 
by other children. I speak of this 
through experience, as my name 
“Leibowitz” was ridiculed—Leib- 
erfutz, Leibergutz, Leibershutz, 
and Leiberwursht. Not only our 
sentile neighbors were guilty; 
our Jewish friends were none too 
complimentary. 

Before my husband opened his 
Office to practice dentistry, I sug- 
gested that he shorten or change 
his name to suit the locality and 
also to take a_ nice-sounding 
name. This was 18 years ago, be- 
fore I was married, and also be-. 
fore I was made aware of being 
born a Jew and of the trials and 
tribulations that were to be mine.
